GERMANS SUSPICIOUS 
U.S. BETRAYED CODE,

fred Zimmerman, secretary for for- 
eign affairs during the war, caused a 
mild sensation during .today's session 
of the national assembly committee

The total foi 
1020 Is more than four times the amount that has boon 
expended during any previous year for like purposes 
Therefore there must bo a tremendous Increase not onl> 
in tho material supplies and shipping facilities but also 
In tho labor supply, and an enlargement of contractors 
organizations. 
First of all, according to Thomas H 


MacDonald, chief of the bureau of public roads, the 
attention of1 all state, county, and city road-building 
interests should be directed toward o^•ercoming this car 
shortage. To this end it is recommended that the ship- 
ping- oil materials begin earlier than usual. 
The flrstf 


step in accomplishing- this, Mr. MacDonald points out 
is to place tinder contract during December and Janu- 
ary as great a mlteag-e of roads as possible. 


"It has been customary to wait until contractors' 


organizations were ready to boffin work before starting 
tho.shipment 
oE material. 
Under these conditions 


many thousands o£ open-top cars He idle during- the 
latter part of February, all of March-and the earlier 
part oC April. During the past spring the number of 
open-top cars that were idle totaled more than 230,000. 
This, of course, -was partly unavoidable owing to the 
late date at which work got under way, following the 
signing of the^armistice. 
By awarding contracts 
as 


early aa possible, contractors will be able to ascertain 
their material requirements at different points, and so 
will be in 'position to place orders dependent on rail 
transportation a considerable tinte in advance. 


"While tho placing- of material in storage, which may 


result from such a course, involves some expense, It -will 
bo small compared to the loss that will result 1C con- 
tractors are not In a position to go ahead with the work 
because of lack of materials. 
In view o£ the experience 


of 1919 and the greatly increased program, for next 
year, it seems probable, according to the bureau of 
public roads, that contracts which are not awarded dur- 
ing the winter months will have Jlttle opportunity for 
being supplied with materials which require rail trans- 
portation."

der false names. Thus garnets alone

Ceylon hyacinth, guarrac- 
clon, hessonite, Uralian emerald, and 
others equally fantastic. 
The chief 


result of this practice is that the 
customer does not know what he is 
getting and hence has no idea what 
it Is worth. 
He asks in amazement 
what a Uralian emerald is. and the 
storekeeper tells him ,that it is some- 
thing new and rare, and may thus 
be able to get an excessive price for 
|iic stone. 
People Get Sujjpdcious 


But in the long run, this makes 


people suspicious of all the cheaper 
stones, and tends to defeat legitimate 
trade in these really beautiful, gems. 


An excellent and somewhat flag-- 


rant example of this camouflage jew- 
el business was seen in Atlantic City, 
where ordinary quartz, stained yel- 
low by iron In its composition, was 
sold under the name of "Apricotine" 
for quite a fancy price. 
In an effort to check such prac- 


tices, Mr. Schaller has prepared an 
alphabetical list in which all of the 
precious and semi-precious stones are 
included, together with the names 
under which they have been sold. 
By means of this list anyone can find 
out what any stone offered him un- 
der a fancy name really is. 
*• 


The great war -undoubtedly 
de- 
stroyed many precious stones. They 
were lost by civilians in hasty flight, 
burned in buildings, and buried on 
dead bodies. Many large stones were 
doubtless stolen by looters, cut up 
into smaller pieces and sold. No one 
seems to know what has happened 
to the great jewel collection of the 
Russian Imperial government. 
It is said that wealthy Germans

sistently improved. J-'or example, a 
man advertised for sale a- line ruby 
which had been pronounced genu- 
ine by an expert whom he named— 
a student ot gems In tne national 
museum. This man did have a gen- 
uine ruby,' which he showed to the 
expert. 
He also had a supply of 


synthetic rubies of the same size and 
snape. 
When he got a customer he 


substituted one 
of

rubies for the genuine, putting it in

The 
customer 


'might call ,up -the expert and ask 
about the stone the expert had ex-

It is now a violation of law for any 


person to manufacture' or sell any 
beverage in any quantity which con- 
tains one-halt of oVie per centum or 
more- o" alcohol by volume. There- 
fore, any person who manufactures 
or sells any beverage (in violation of 
law) containing the above described 
amount of alcohol, becomes a vio- 
lator of; law, liable to punishment, 
and may be fined $1,000 ana impros- 
oned for ono year in a Federal peni- 
tentiary. 
The penalty does not ap- 


ply to registered pharmacists who 
have obtained a permit from the col- 
lector (Form 737). Such pharma- 
cists may sell only on prescription 
of a physician. 


Attention is called to the follow-

Any person who violates provisions 


of the War Prohibition Act as to the 
sale of beverages containing one-half 
of one per centum or more of alco- 
hol by volume, in addition to the 
penalties prescribed, also becomes li- 
able to pay a special tax of $1,000 if 
the sale or manufacture takes place 
In a territory which is "dry" by local 
or municipal .law. 


The legal purchase or sale of bev- 
erages containing one-half of one per 
cent or more of alcohol by volume 
at retail may be summarized as fol- 
lows: 


1. No person-can sell at retail any 


beverage containing one-half of one 
percent or more of alcohol by volume 
except a registered pharmacist hold- 
ing permit from the Revenue De- 
partment and having paid the tax 
required of a retail liquor dealer and 
such pharmacist can sell 
only 
on 
prescription written by a registered 
physician in his own hand writing. 
No prescription ran be refilled. Drug- 
gists must preserve in a separate file 
one copy of every prescription filled 
and shall transmit each month to 
the Collector of International Reve- 
nue a list showing the names- of 
physicians prescribing the names of 
the patients, .-ind total quantity dis- 
pensed 
to each Tjaticnt. Druggists 


should absolutely refuse to fill pres-
